WITHIN FEDERAL POWER. 

I regard such an amendment as 
likely to defeat the law. First, be- 
cause it takes away a feature which 
ought to be present in the law to as- 
sure its constitutionality. If the law 


provided that the trustées to 
be appointed under the tiaw for 
the funds thus deposited could 


meet the financial exigencies of the 
government by purchase or redemption 
of the government two per cent. and 
other bonds, the measure would cer- 
tainly be within the Federal power, be- 
cause the postal banks would then be 
an instrument of the national govern- 
ment in borrowing money. We have 
now about $700,000,000 of 2 per cent.

GENCIES OUT 
IN AN ADDRESS. 


PRESENTATION OF THEIR CASE 
MADE BY COMMITTEE. 


Final Action Will Be Taken at « 
Meeting to Be Held at Bakersfield 
on March First Next—Oii Men 
Are Urged to Attend Gathering 
That Is Considered important.

The committee appointed at the meet- 
ing of the Independent Agencies held 
at Bakersfield on January 22, 1910, has 
prepared the following address, which 
is being sent to all oil producers of 
California: 

“Gentlemen:—At a meeting held Jan- 
uary 22, 1910, in Bakersfield, California, 
compcsed of members of the Indepen- 
dent Producers’ Agency (of Kern 
county,) and the Coalinga Producers’ 

» it was declared that the sense 
of the meeting was that the two Agen- 
ci-s should close their doors to all pro- 
ducers not now affiliated, except un- 
der conditions: First. that all com- 
panies now producing should become 
members on or before the first day of 
April, 1910. Second, that each indivi- 
dual company becoming a producer 
subsequent to that date should make 
application before, or upon, the com- 
pletion of its first well. 

“Uniess a new state of facts is pre- 
sented, the foregoing will, undoubdtedly, 
be the, action taken at a second meet- 
ing to be held in Rakersfield on March 
1, 1910, notice-of which meeting is here- 
by given and to which meeting all in- 
dividuals, firms and companies hav- 
ing to do with the producing of Califor. 
mila oll are hereby invited in order that 
the fullest opportunity be given to all 
to discuss this proposition in all its 
bearings, to the end that the wisest 
course may be taken and that the most 
nearly complete justice combined with 
the fairest possible treatment of all 
shall ©e attained under such circum- 
Stances as exist. 

“The committee, whose individual 
names are affixed hereto, desire to 
submit the statement that in its opin. 
lon the conclusion arrived at by the 
Independent Producers in the afore- 
said joint meeting assembled, was 
against the preference and personal 
wishes of a majority of those present 
and was reluctantly accepted: but that 
the action was finally unanimously de- 
cided rs oy as the result of a diseus- 
sion which disclosed good and suffici&nt 
reasons for the adoption of this policy. 
This committee further asserts that if 
it gan be shown that there is a method 
members 


tected, and which will yield to them a 
full measnre of the profits to which 
they feel and believe all producers are 
entitled, that methed will be adopted. 
The meeting to be held in Bakersfield, 
Cal, on March 1, is for the exact pur- 
pose of determining whether or not 
such a method does exist.

NEW IDEA IN DRILLING. 
1T 18 USED IN ILLINOIS. 

Ouerators who recently have visited 
the Illinois fields bring back informa- 
tion of a new idea in drilling. In the 
lower end of the Illinois field, where 
oll is found in paying quantities, in 
three or four formations, a nove) plan 
has been adopted for securing the pre- 
duction from two or more of these by 
drilling two wells at the same loca- 
tion. 

The first well is drilled to the first 
sand that shows for a paying pro- 
ducer. It is not dulled below that 
sand, but the rig is shifted and a new 
hole started. fhen it reaches the 
depth at which the first well got its 
production the ol! is cased off and 
drilling continued to the lower forma- 
tion, and when completed doth wells 
ere put on the pump. It is claimed 
that this method is more satisfactory 
than any other. 


IN COALINGA FIELD. 

MUCH DEVELOPMENT WORK. 

There are many indications, with the 
approach of spring. of much new de- 
velopment in the Coalinga field. Al- 
ready many contracts are being made 
by local lumber dealers and almost 
every company operating in that sec- 
tion is planning new work.

INSURANCE WORLD. 


Several insurance brokers of Lou's- 
ville have been arrested for swindling 
a number of'insurance companies. Pol- 
icles were taken out on certain lives 
where the persons named knew noth- 
ing about the matter. Other risks 
were placed on aged people, and the 
amount of the policies collected. The 
Indiana National Life Company is 
pushing the investigation, and has 
caused the arrest of a number of the 
brokers interested in the frauds, 


The City Controller of Buffalo has 
recommended that the city insure its 
own ee through a sinking fund 
to be create appropriating annual- 
ly a sum im the estimates except in 
cases where the risks are extra haz- 
ardous. In the last ten years the city 
has paid insurance companies over 
965.000 in premiums and at 3 per cent. 
interest that sum would amount to 
over $73,000. The losses have been less 
than $4000, and the city would have 
made a net gain of nearly $69,000. The 
Controller's proposition is to place in 
the estimates $10,000 for fire insurance, 
$9000 to the credit of the insurance 
fund and the other $1000 for premiums 
on the convention hall, police and fire 
headquarters buildings.

According to J. F. Dryden, the 
amount of life insurance in force at 
the close of 19908 was $14,218,952,000, of 
which 82 per cent. was interstate busi- 


As a result the com les are sub- 
ject to the conflicting statutory re- 
quirements of fifty-five States and 
Territories, including the District of 
Columbia and the various non-con- 
tiguous possessions of the United 
States. Each State and Territory leg- 
islating for iteelf the law “may be 
described as one of dissimilarity, un- 
certainty and interstate choas.” The 
immense legislative activity through- 
out the United States is made evident 
by the fact that for the nine years 
ending with 1908 some 86,000 new laws 
and resolutions were enacted, of which 
34,000 were laws of a public character, 
more or less affecting business enter- 
prise, including insurance. 

“In addition to the complex state of 
the public law which governs the busi- 
ness of insurance, the private, or un- 
written, law is subject for its correct 
judicial interpretation to some 30,000 
devisions, of which 12.000 represent 
cases which have been fought through 
to the highest tribunals in twenty 
years.” 

The New York Life Insurance “om- 
pany has decided to issue optiona! poli- 
cles, the same as was done prior to 
1909. The practice was stopped at the 
beginning of last year to curtail the 
volume of paid-for Insurance. Agents 
will be permitted to swomit applica- 
tion of those who have been declined 
within twelve months by another com. 
pany on condition that if rejected the 
applicant or agent pay the medical 
examination fee. 


The Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of New York closed its sixty-seventh 
year with an increased amount of in- 
surance in force, $1,441,323,848, and with 
increased assets amounting to %560.- 
122,367.61: but especially worthy of 
note is the fact that the company paid 
to policy-holders and their beneficiaries 
during the year the enormous sum of 
$54.909.648 or practically $55,000,000— 
a greater amount by some millions 
than was ever before paid tn a single 
year by any company in the world. 
Even more surprising is the fact that 
of the vast sum thus paid to policy- 
holders, over $11,000,000 consisted of 
cash dividends on policies in force.

NEW IDEA IN DRILLING. 
ir 18 USED IN ILLINOIS. 

Ouerators who recently have visited 
the Illinois fields bring back informa- 
tion of a new idea in drilling. In the 
lower end of the Illinois field, where 
ofl is found in paying quantities, in 
three or four formations, a nove) plan 
has been adopted for securing the proe- 
duction from two or more of these by 
drilling two wells at the same loca- 
tion. 

The first well is drilled to the first 
sand that shows for a paying pro- 
ducer. It is not dulled below that 
sand, but the rig is shifted and a new 
hole started. Them it reaches the 
depth at which the first well got its 
production the oll is cased off and 
drilling continued to the lower forma- 
tion, and when completed doth wells 
ere put on the pump. It is claimed 
that this method is more satisfactory 
than any other. 


IN COALINGA FIELD. 

MUCH DEVELOPMENT WORK. 

There are many indications, with the 
approach of spring. of much new de- 
velopment in the Coalinga field. Al- 
ready many contracts are being made 
by local lumber dealers and almost 
every company operating in that sec- 
tion is planning new work.

INSURANCE WORLD. 


Several insurance brokers of Louis- 
ville have been arrested for swindiing 
a number of!insurance companies, Poi. 
icles were taken out on certain lives 
where the persons named knew noth- 
ing about the matter. Other risks 
were placed on aged people, and the 
amount of the policies collected. The 
Indiana National Life Company is 
pushing the investigation, and has 
caused the arrest of a number of the 
brokers interested in the frauds. 


The City Controller of Buffalo has 
recommended that the city insure its 
own bulidings through a sinking fund 
to be created vi appropriating annual- 
ly a sum im the estimates except in 
cases where the risks are extra bhaz- 
ardous. In the last ten years the city 
has paid insurance companies over 
$65.000 in premiums and at 3 per cent. 
interest that sum would amount to 
over $73,000. The losses have been less 
than $4000, and the city would have 
made a net gain of nearly $69,000. The 
Controller's proposition is to place in 
the estimetes $10,000 for fire insurance, 
$9000 to the credit of the insurance 
fund and the other $1000 for premiums 
on the convention hall, police and fire 
headquarters and zoo buildings. 


Accordl to J. F. Dryden, the 
amount of life insurance in force at 
the close of 1998 was $14,218,952,.000, of 
which 82 per cent. was interstate busi- 


As a result the companies are sub- 
ject to the conflicting statutory re- 
quirements of fifty-five States and 
Territories, including the District of 


Columbia and the Ss non-con- 
tiguous possessions of the United 
States. Each State and Territory leg- 


islating for itself the law “may be 
described as one of dissimilarity, un- 
certainty and interstate choas.” The 
immense legislative activity through- 
out the United States is made evident 
by the fact that for the nine years 
ending with 1908 some 86,000 new laws 
and resolutions were enacted, of which 
34,000 were laws of a public character, 
more or less affecting business enter- 
prise, including insurance. 

“In addition to the complex state of 
the public law which governs the busi- 
ness of insurance, the private, or unh- 
written, law is subject for its correct 
judicial interpretation to some 90,000 
decisions, of which 12,000 represent 
cases which have been fought through 
to the highest tribunals in twenty 
years.” 

The New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany has decided to issue optional! poli- 
cles, the same as was done prior to 
1909. The practice was stopped at the 
beginning of last year to curtall the 
volume of paid-for insurance. Agents 
will be permitted to swomit applica- 
tien of those who have been declined 
within twelve months by another com. 
pany on condition that if rejected the 
applicant or agent pay the medical 
examination fee. 


The Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of New York closed its sixty-seventh 
year with an increased amount of In- 
surance in force, $1,441,223,848, and with 
increased assets amounting to %560,- 
122,367.61: but especially worthy of 
note is the fact that the company paid 
to policy-holders and their beneficiaries 
during the year fhe enormous sum of 
$54,909 648.86 or practically $55,000,000— 
a greater amount by some millions 
than was ever before paid tn a single 
year by any company in the world.

stands as a business proposition. He 
does not care for society, and ptefers 
the family fireside to anything on 
earth.

Mr. Loewe had a lockout in 1894 
which ruined his hat. business, and he 
\preferred to be independent. He sent 
a letter to the men whe called upon 
him in which he said that he thought 
that it was for the best interest of 
Danbury that he keep his factory an 
open shop. and he said that if at- 
tacked he would use all lawful means 
to protect his business interests. 

On the morning of July 2% the union 
men in the factory left work. On the 
next day all but a handful of the 
non-union men left work. The men 
told Mr. Loewe of the meetings which 
were held and of the addresses which 
Mr. Maher made. He told the men 
that Roelofs’ factory had been union- 
med and that now it was Loewe's 
turn. He said: “If Loewe tries 
to get non-union men it will 
do no good. Men could go on 
the road and ruin his business. 
If you do not do as we say we will 
treat you ag we did the men in the 
Roelofs factory who refused to strike. 
We took a lead pencil and crossed off 
their names. If you wish to make @ 
living do as we say.” 

Mr. Loewe asked the men if they 
were dissatisfied and they said that 
they were not dissatisfied. He told 
them not to do anything against the 
law. 

On July 3, Mr. Maher had an inter- 
view with Mr. Loewe. A few days 
later President Moffitt had an inter- 
view with him. 

“Why do you disturb a peaceful fac- 
tory,” said Mr. Loewe. «The men are 
satisfied. If you find the pay ro'l of 
any factory as good as ours I won't 
have a word to say.” 

“We want your factory.” said Presi- 
dent Moffitt. “Parmiee of Newark is 
your chief competitor, and you will 
be on an equality with him. Your con- 
ditions are all right and it won't be 
much for you to make the change. 
We have never lost a case, and we 
are not going to lose this. It cost us 
$23,000 to get Roelofs, and we will 
spend that to get you.” 

“Jt will cost more than that to get 
me.” sald Mr. Loewe.

Romance of 


O much has been said and writ- 

ten of late concerning the depre- 

dations of insect pests that people 
are likely to conclude that all bugs 
are bad. Therefore, lest we forget 
that there are bugs and bugs, it may 
be well to call atgention to the blas- 
tophaga grossorum, If this particu- 
lar bug were built in proportion to its 
name, it would doubtiess be able to 
biow its own horn so loudly that all 
would hear; but it is a habit of sci- 
entists to bestow the longest names 
upon the smaiiest creatures. The 
blastophaga grossorum is the size oft 
& very small fy, and in common ian- 
guage it is known as the fig wasp. A 
small foundation upon which to build 
& great industry, surely; but subsetan- 
tial enough to be worth $560,000 to the 
fig growers and packers of California 
last year. Potentially there are “mil- 
tions fm it; for no ene can doubt that 
the history of prune, raisin and citrus- 
fruit preduction will be paralleled, 
and that before many years have 
passed California and other States 
having favorable climatic conditions 
will supply the American demand for 
dried figs, and export a large surplus 
to foreign countries. 

It is estimated that there are now 
about 4000 acres of commercial fig or- 
chards in the State of California—and 
none elsewhere in the United States. 
Last year the California orchards pro- 
duced 4,000,000 pounds of dried figs; 
and three times that amount were im- 
ported from Asia Minor, Algeria and 
the south of Europe. The imported 
product is inferior to that grown in 
California, and, besides, is packed 
With the supreme disregard of clean- 
liness and hygienic precautions for 
which the peoples ‘of the Mediterra- 
pean countries are noted. Ships in 
whieh large cargoes of dried figs are 
brought over are often polluted with 
disgusting worms that find their way 
from the packages. No importations 
ought to be necessary, for the fig is 
less exacting in its climatic require- 
ments than the orange and lemon, is 
remarkably free from diseases, and is 
mever attacked by insect pests. 
Throughout the great thermal belt of 
California there is a vast area of land 
‘that might advantageously be devoted 
ito fig growing. It wilPelso flourish in 
the warmer portions of Arizona, South- 
ern New Mexico, Texas and Florida. 
and probably in others of the Gulf 
States. Its production will yield high- 
er average profits than can be derived 
from ordinary farming and fruit 
growing: and where favorable cl:mat- 
ie conditions prevail, as in this State, 
crop failures are unknown. 

The fig is native to Western Asia. 
where it has always been one of the 
principal articles of food. With the 
vine, the fig tree has ever been the 
accepted symbol of peace and prosper- 
ity; and the man who “sat under his 
own vine and fig tree” was accounted 
favored of God in the days of the 
scriptural patriarchs. Charlemagne 
is said to have introduced the fig into 
Western Europe, and the Spaniards 
brought it with them to America. In 
the United States certain varieties are 
grown in the Gulf States and as far 
north as the Carolinas; but it is only 
in California that fig growing has, as 
yet, attained the status of a commer- 
claily important industry. Figs were 
intreduced into this State by the 
Franciscan fathers, who built the 
missions. The Mission fig, as the va- 
riety they planted is called, is exten- 
sively planted for table use in its 
fresh state; but it is of little value 
for drying, and no variety is adapted 
to shipping fresh a

out the State, and grew readily, soon 
reaching sufficient size te 

fruit. However, to the @isappointment 
of every one, the fruit failed to reach 
maturity, falling off when only partly 
grown. This discouraging experience 
was repeated year after year. until the 
conclusion was reached that the wily 
Smyrnans had caused cuttings of a 
worthless variety to be sent. No one 
blamed the Smyrnans particularly for 
desiring to retain their monopoly of 
dried fig production and for trying 
to forestall California competti- 
tion; but many foukd fault with the 
San Franciseo importer for failing to 
use greater care. Many cut down 
thelr fig trees, and others alipwed them 
to grow as ornamental trees, or to 
serve as a& warning against too read- 
iy taking up with new fads. Then, 
in 1886, Mr. Roeding, a nufseryman of 
Fresno, sent an employé to Smyrna, 
to make a close-at-hand study of fig 
growing, and te secure a new sup- 
ply of cuttings concerning which 
doubt would be impossible. 

Mr. Reeding’s agent established one 
fact of the very highest importance, 
confirming an announcement made at 
about the same time by Dr. Gustav 
Eisen of the California Academy of 
Sei@ice. This fact was that the agen- 
ey of the blastephaga grossorum, or 
fig wasp, was essential to pollenize the 
fig blossoms and bring the fig to ma- 
turity. 

It is a common jest in California to 
tell tourists and ‘that the 
finder of a fig blossom will be mar- 
ried within a year. Careful search of 
the trees fails to reveal anything that 


many Californiang say (and doubtiess 
believe) that the fig tree bears no 
blossoms. Nothing can be seen but 
little button-like Knobs, readily rec- 
ognized as embryo figs. The fruit it- 
self, in fact, ig nothing but a flower 
receptacle, the blessoms being in the 
interior of the leathery skin. The 
blossoms of the Smyrna fig are pistil- 
late, or female, containing no stam- 
ens. In order that they may be fer- 
tilized, pollen must be introduced 
through the small opening @ the top. 
This ie the office performed by the fig 
weep. its breeding-place is the inte- 
rior of the Capri (or wild) fig. which 
bears both staminate and pistillate 
blossoms. Growing to maturity in the 
interior of the Capri fig. the female in- 
sect seeks the light of day for a brief 
period, and then crawls into a hiding - 
place similar to the one from which 
it emerged, in order to lay its eggs 
for the production of a new genera- 
tion. For untold centaries it has been 
the custom of the orientals to take 
the matured Capri figs and tie them 
among the branches of trees of the 
commercial variety. The wasp, emerg- 
ing from the Capri fig coverea with 
pollen from its stamens, crawls into 
the first inviting opening it finds, and 
by contact fertilizes the blossoms of 
the Smyrna figs. Without this in- 
sect fertilization, the Smyrna figs 
never reach maturity, but fail to the 
ground when only partly grown. 

In 1890, George C. Roeding opened a 
number of matured Capri figs, shook 
of the pollen, and transferred it by 
means of a wooden toothpick into the 
orifices of the Smyrna figs growing 
upon the trees, to see what could be 
accomplished by artificial fertiliga- 
tion. Every fig thus treated matured 
perfectly, while all others fell off the 
trees. Similar experiments were car- 
ried on far a number of years prov- 
ing conclusively that all that was 
necessary to make a complete success 
in California of & fig produc- 
tion was cross-f Naation of the 
blossoms. To accomplish this on a 
commercial basis by hand or in any 
other way than by the agency of the 
fig Wasp was manifestly impossible. 
The first figs containing the insects 
were imported from Smyrna -in 1892.

a very few Capri 
trees will suffice for a large commer- 
clal orchard. The Capri trees hear 
three or four crops annually. one crop 
maturing just as its successor forms 
on the trees, so that when natural 
conditions impel the ineect to for- 

sake its old home, it always finds a 
new retreat waiting for it. One crop 
remains on the trees all winter, in 
which the insect hibernates until the 
coming of rpring brings the crop te 
maturity and provides a successor in- 
to which it goes for the continuance 
of ite species. When the largest crop 
of the Capri figs are ripe, the Smyrna 
figs are just far enough developed to 
require fertilization. The wers 
knock the Capri figs off the trees with 
light poles, and take them to the 
Smyrna fig trees, where they, place 
them in semali wire mesh 
that have been previously hung in 
the trees for their reception. This 
methed does not distribute the figs 
containing the Insects throughout the 
trees, so In order to make sure that 
the figs upon the farther branches and 
top limbs will be properly pollenized, 
Capri figs are strung upon raMfia and 
ses pended the extremities of 
the limbs and thrown far up in the 
trees. This is »-peated in a few days 
te meke sure that figs late in devel- 
oping will be properly taken care of. 

The figs cling to the trees with great, 
tenacity until perfectly ripe and be- 
ginning to shrivel. This facilitates 
curing them, as they are, in fact, part- 
ly cured on the trees. They are then 
shaken to the ground, gathered up in 
boxes, and hauled to the drying 
ground. There they are dipped in 
salt water heated te the boiling point, 
for the removal of any grit or other 
foreign substance, softening the 
and hastening the final drying. Next 
they are placed on trays, and these 
are put out In the hot sun, where they 
dry in two or three days’ time. 

Then the large meaty figs that are 
not sufficiently dried are sorted out 
for further drying, and the others are’ 
placed in & sweatingroom. They re- 
main here ten days, bel frequently 
iturned. and becoming soft and  pii- 
able. They are then washed thorough- 
ly by hand in cold water, and again 
dried in the sun. 

, Next comes the grading. They are 
thrown into a grader operated by 
power. This consists of a series of 
Ilvanized iron trays, the first perfb- 
rated with &-inch holes, the second 
with one-inch, and the third with 1\- 
inch. Those that drop through the 
first tray are called three-crown, the 
next four-crown, and the last five- 
crown, while the ones too large to 
pass through any of the perforations 
are six-crown. three-crown are 
not packed, but are sold in bulk to 
bakers or confectioners. The others 
are placed in galvanized iron trays 
with wire mesh bottoms and thor- 
oughly steamed. for the double pur- 
pose of destroying germs and insect 
life, and of softening the fruit so it 
can be easily handled. Tt is then 
packed in paper cartons or wooden. 
boxes, and is ready for shipment to 
any part of the country, being a sub- 
sidiary food product as clean and 
wholesome ag anything prepared by 
human hands can well be.

The company also owns foundries at 
Wilmington, L, and controls the 
Central Iron and Coal Company of 
New Jersey and the Central Railway 
Company of New Jersey.

THIRD MATCH OF THE INDOOR 
RIFLE LEAGUE.

New Rifle Ordered to Replace the 
Springfield Army Gun, Which is 
Considered Inaccurate With Twen- 
ty-twe Cartridges—Outdoor Shoot 
Today at Glendale, — 


The indoor rifle team of the Los An- 
geles Rifle and Revolver Club shot its 
side of the fourth match of the se- 
ries of the N. R. A. Indoor League 
Friday night at the Harvard Schoo! 
range. The club was pitted against 
the Tacoma Rifle and Revoiver Club 
and for the first time since the series 
started is practically certain of win- 
ning, although the results of the Ta- 
coma team have not been received at 
the time of writing. 

The local team scored 889, or 23 
points better than the match against 
St. Paul, one week ago, 31 points 
ahead of the score for the week pre- 
ceding, and 77 points better than the 
score for the first match shot in the 
series. It is expected that the new 
rifie, which was telegraphed for near. 
ly a week ago, will arrive in time for 
the match next Friday, in which case 
the scores of the local men are cer- 
tain to run higher. 

Investigation has demonstrated that 
none of the leading eastern club teams 
use the liery New Springfield army 
rifie, which the local club uses, and 
which has developed to e inaccu- 
rate on the long indoor range aot seyv- 
enty-five feet. The accuracy of the 
outdoor New Springfield is as high 
as the indoor rifle is low. 

The leading club of the league, the 
Winchester Rod and Gun Club, uses a 
special single-shot rifle, with long 
rife emokeless cartridges, while it is 
necessary to use .22 shorts in the gov. 
ernment rife on account of the short 
chamber. 

Crossman was high for the third 
time for the local club, with the score 
of 18%. F. Nichols ran second, 
with 180, Nichols and Crossman tying 
for high five shot score, with 49. 

Andrews of Glendale failed to ap- 
pear, and Irvin Hague shot in his 
place, scoring 177. 

Kellogg was low man, with 172, and 
was “bumped” off the team for next 
Friday by E. L. Stevenson of Pasa- 
dena, one of the alternates. The team 
will consist of Crossman, FE. D. and 
Cc. F. Nichols, Hague and Stevenson. 

The Tacoma club has not yet scored 
above 900.

Tom Hyer was the first champion 
of the American prise ring. This great 
pugilist played an almost historic part 
in the early political liie of New York 
city. Preceding the advent of Hyer. 
Bill (Boss) Harrington and Andy Mc- 
Lane had fought for the championship 
of the two cittes of New York and 
Philadelphia, in 1882. McLane had 
beaten Jim Sanford the “American 
Phenomenon.”’ Kensett had 
fought Ned Hammond, but sctting 
aside the vagaries of their claims Tom 
Hyer was the first to stand in proud 
pre-eminence as the “American cham- 
pion” in all the glory of green 
tights, massive bared chest and bulg- 
ing pink muscles that fancy lith- 
ographs picture the champion to be. 

Stripped, Hyer presented the appear- 
ance of a professional. Huge chest, 
long retigy arme with extreme width 
of shoulders, springy hips and lower 
limba, suggestin an enlarged and 
heavier outline of Bob Fitzsimmons of 
the present day, while a well-set fight- 
ing head added to his game-cock tout 
ensemble.

elected to succeed Hon. Frank P. Flint. 
quite justifies the headline above. The toga which 
Mr. Flint will drep is fall man’s-size. It will take 
a man of first-class ability to fill the garment. 
When the junior California Senator goes out of 
he will leave a remarkable record. Mr. Flint 
has surprised alike friends and enemies here in

his State and home town. His life had not 
been long enough (Frank P. Flint is a young 
man) nor had he had full opportunity until he en- 


tered the Senate to show just what he was. His 


short career in Washington has surprised not only 


Californians who knew him, but also the ripest 
statesmen gt the national capital. When the tariff 
act which governs the fiscal policy of the coun- 
ry was under debate at Washington the California 
Senator was one of the leaders in the debates. 
Indeed, when the Senate Republican leader, Mr. 
Aldrich of Rhode Island, necessarily absented him- 
self from the Senate for a few days, he left the 
pending bill in charge of Senator Flint. For a 
young man in his first term in that body to reach 
a place of so great distinction is almost unique in 
its history. 

But it is here at home that we know the full 
measure of Senator Flint’s capacity. No other 
measure came before the legislative branch of the 
government during the time that the Senator has 
been in office so important to the State of Califor- 
nia as the tariff bill. We saw, when this question 
first became actively interesting, the absolute ne- 
cessity of the California delegation all getting into 
the attitude of the stand-patter. ,In the Dingley 
tariff act, under which our fiscal affairs were man- 
aged, California had been faring wonderfully well 
for a period of about ten years. About every im- 
portant industry of the State was thoroughly pro- 
tected. We wanted to lose none of these ad- 
vantages, and to gain others if possible. It was 
obvious that every other State would be in the same 
position. The Senator or Cengressman from any 
State who became too rabid in his tariff reform 
campaign was sure to lose something for his people. 
No man at the national capital grasped this idea 
more firmly or saw the facts more clearly than Mr. 


Flint. To the California delegation generally, and 


to Mr. Flint particularly, California owes it that 


her interests are as wel! protected under the Payne- 


Aldrich tariff act as under the one it superseded. 
We not only retained all our protective advantages, 
but we added to them, and the addition is all due, 
primarily if not entirely, to the diplomatic and 
forceful efforts of Senator Flint. 


This is not the only great acbievement of the | 


junior Senator by which the Stete of California 
gains much, and the southern part of the State 
gains most. Our junior Senator has succeeded in 
getting liberal appropriations for every proper im- 
provement and development in the State of Cali- 
fornia, and he has been particularly earnest and 
entirely successful in obtaining this liberal treat- 
ment for many purposes in Southern California. 
The Federal building, the harbors at San ledro 
and Wilmington, also San Diego harbor, are to re- 
ceive generous aid from the government, and Mr.

The next six-years will be fraught with immense 
interests to the State of California, and most so 
to the southern half of the commonwealth.

This is only 
the smallest of all the important matters which 
will arise im connection with the opening of the 
canal. It will mark the beginning of a new world- 
epoch in commerce for all the nations. It will be 
at its inception the greatest event in the history of 
the west coast of America. There will be all sorts 
of measures to formulate, to discuss and to put 
into action. It is as sure as anything except “death 
and taxes” that during the term of the next Sen- 
ator from California a new tariff bill will have to 
be made. The free-trade Democratic party and its 
close and pestiferous allies, the emasculated Re- 
publican “insurgents,” will make that necessary.

GOOD TO THE GREATEST 
NUMBER. 


It is to be hoped that the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange will keep the ball rolling until it 
to Sacramento and a law is passed forbi 
the shipment from the State of fruit unfit for hy. 
man food. As The Times showed on Friday 
morning in facts gleaned from the representatives 
of the fruit growers, the demoralization of the 
orange market for more than two months is di- 
rectly due to the reprehensible conduct ef some of 
the fruit growers. It was a shortsighted as wel) 

as a vicious policy. 

According to the facts set forth, the citrus fruit 
crop of California for the current season would 
have amounted to about 35,000 carloads had the 
frost not fallen upon the fruit. Of this, say 30,000 
carloads would have been oranges and the rest lem- 
ons. The damage amounted to about one-third 
of the orange crop, or 10,000 carloads. That was a 
severe loss, but it is made worse by an attempt to 
market this damaged fruit at the East. The frost 
injured only the fruit affected; the shipping of it 
affects the whole crop. I[f none of this damaged 
fruit had been sent out of the State the 29,000 
carloads of good fruit would have sold at un- 
usually high prices, bringing back into the country 
during the season probably as much money as the 
bumper crop of ‘he previous season. 

Asit is, the totai shipments of citrus fruit, or- 
d lemons in¢ghuded, amount to somethi 
9000 carloads... Nearly 7000 carloads 


less 


these have gone from Southern California, and 
most of these since the first cold weather in De- 
cember. If one-third of the crop was injured and 
nearly all the damaged fruit is gone, as the grow- 
ers assert, most of this fruit shipped out of the 
rost. 

To pay for picking, sorting, cleaning, boxing and 
hauling to the depot a box of oranges, and then 
paying freight and other expenses at the eastern 

costs $1.50, without counting anything 
for the fruit. If a box of fruit is sold at the Fast 
for $1.50 it just about pays the expenses, leavin 
the grower nothing, Every cent below the §1, 
means red ink for the shipper.

| sold down around the dollar mark, and many below 


it, the gross loss to all the shippers during the last 
twelve or thirteen weeks runs into enormous sums. 
This damaged fruit creates a prejudice in the East 
against every California orange offered for sale. 
It depreciates the price of every box sent out. 

To bring to the grower a fair remuneration) 
which is generally held here to mean $1 a box on 


the trees, the fruit in the eastern markets must | 


sell for not less than $2.50. In these twelve or 
thirteen weeks there have been few carloads that 
have brought ‘that figure. 

There will be no session of the Legislature this 
year, but a r from now the lawmaking body of 
the State will be in session. The fruit growers of 
California of al] kinds should get together in a 
well-considered plan with a properly-drawn bill to 
go before the Legislature and get a law passed 
which will stop the shippirig of damaged fruit out 
of the State. It will be a good thing for those 
whose fruit is bad, for it will save them from their 


“| own foolishness resulting in so much red ink in 


their accounts; and it will be especially beneficial 
to those who have good fruit which might bring «a 
remunerative price if not affected by the rubbish 
competing on the markets. | 


OSSIBILITIES OF SHIPBUILDING. 

The annual statement of Lioyd’s Register of 
British shipbuilding for 1909 is out. During the 
year the shipyards of Great Britain turned out for 
domestic account 520 vessels to be used in com- 
merce. These were of a gross tonnage of 991,066 
tons; there were 465 steamers of 972,799 tons, and 
61 sailing ships of 18,267 tons. Of warships there 
were built 42 vessels, of 126,230 tons displacement. 
For foreign accourf€'the vessels had a tonnage of 
241,845 tons, making a grand total of 1,353,141 


tons. 

This activity is considerably gPeater than that of 
1908, but not up to normal, In fact, it is the 
smallest output in twelve years with the exception 
of 1908. 

How many persons found employment in this in- 

in the year? The vessels were almost ali 
built of steel, and nearly all steamers. From the 
mine to the complete ship with all its equipment 
this vast tonnage gave employment to a large 


army. 

Our commerce oversea, in and, out, is lareer than 
that of Great Britain. We are not forgetful of 
how much of the carrying trade of the world Great 
Britain does. But we cannot cbmpete with the 
British shipyards, as wages in Great Britain are 
lower and as the steamer lines are subsidised. 
Until some way is found by which we can compete 
with this and other rivals we must see what might 
be a great national industry lie dormant, perhaps 
go dead. :

New Use for Concrete. 


One of the diversified uses of rein- 
ferced concrete is the construction at 
Owensboro, Ky.. of a@ reinforced con- 
crete dock which has been success- 
fully launched and proven satisfactory. 

The dock consists of an expan 
metal frame plastered with concrete. 
It is Afty feet long, sixteen feet wide 
and four feet deep. The reinforcement 
is s© put together as to form thirty 
hollow eompartments, each four feet 
deep. When plastered inside and ouc 
these compartmnts are air and water 
tight. The concrete partitions of the 
compartments and the top, bottom, 
sides and ends of the dock are two 
inches thick. Three miles of fine wire 
was used in wiring the steel frame- 
work together. The proportions used 
in the concrete were one part Univer- 
sal Portiand cement, one part hydrate 
bf lime. one and one-half parts sharp 
clean Ohio River sand and one par: 
finely screened Ohio River gravel. The 
dock has two bulkheads, fore and aft. 
It draws fourteen Inches of water and 
is capable of carrying a load of 118 
tons.

WEASEL AND ERMINE. 


HABITS AND APPEARANCE OF TWO STRANGE 
LITTLE ANIMALS. 


[Fur News:] The weasel is about six inches in length 
from tip to tip, which seems very great compared with 
the height of the animal, which is not above an inch 
and a half. The wolf is not above one and a half times 
as long as he is high, while the weasel is nearly five 
times as long, an amazing misproportion. The tail, also, 
which is bushy, is generally two inches long and adds 

' to the apparent length of the body. 


_ The color of the weasel is a light brown on the back 
and sides, but white under the throat and belly. The 


eyes are little and black. The ears are short, broad and | 


roundish and have a fold at the lower part, which makes 
them look as if they were double. Beneath the corners 
of the mouth on each jaw is a spot of brown. 


This animal, though diminutive in appearance, is nev- 
ertheless a very formidable enemy to quadrupeds a 
hundred times its own size. When kept in a cage, it 
wili not touch its food while anybody looks on. It 
keeps in a continual agitation and seems frightened so 
much at the sight of mankind that it will die if not 
permitted to hide itself. 


For this purpose it must be provided in its cage with 
a sufficient quantity of wool or hay in which it may 
conceal itself and where it may carry whatever it has 
to eat. In this State it is seen to pass three parts of 


the day in sleeping and reserves the night for its exer- | 


cise and eating. 

In its wild state the night is likewise the time during 
which it may be said to live. At the approach of even- 
ing, it is seen stealing from its hole and creeping about 
the farmer's yard for its prey. If it enters the place 
where poultry is kept, it

tim. 

It is remarkably active, and in aconfined place scarce 
any animal can escape it. It will run up the sides of 
the walls with such facility that no place is secure from 

Its body is so small that there is scarce any hole 
but that it can wind through. During the summer its 
excursions are extensive; but in the winter it chiefly 
confines itself in barns and farmyards, where it remains 
till spring and where it brings forth its young. 

All this season, it makes war upon rats and mice 
with still greater success than the cat, for being more 
active and slender, it pursues them into their holes and 
after a short resistance destroys them. It creeps also 
into pigeon holes, destroys the young, catches sparrows 
and all kinds of young birds, and if it has brought forth 
its young, hunts with still greater boldness and avidity. 
In summer it ventures further from the house, and par- 
ticularly goes tnto those places where the rat, its chief 
prey. goes before it. 

The female takes every precaution to make an easy 
bed for her little ones, and lines the bottom of her hole 
with grass, hay, leaves and moss, and generally brings 
forth three to five to a litter. The weasel, like others 
of its kind, does not run on equably, but moves by 
bounding, and when it climbs a tree by a single spring 
it gets a good way from the ground. It jumps in the 
Same manner upon its prey and, having an extremely 
limber body, evades the attempts of much stronger 
animals to seize it. 

Next to the weasel in size and perfection alike in fig- 
ure is the ermine. The difference between tnis and 
the former animal is so small that some writers give 
but one description of both. Some believe that the two 
kinds are distinct. The stoat, or ermine, differs from 
the weasel! in size, being about nine inches long, whereas 


the former is not much above six. 
' The tail of the ermine is always tipped with black 


and is longer in proportion to the body and furnished 
with hair. The edges of the ears and the end of the 
toes of this animal are of a yellowish white, and al- 
though it is of the same color as the weasel, being of a 


lightish brown, and though both this animal as well as- 


the weasel in the most northern part of the dif- 
ferent countries changes color in winter and becomes 
white, yet even then the weasel may be easily distin- 
guished from the ermine by the tip of the tail, which 
in the latter is always black.

To hear a neighborhood mocking-bird from day to day 
is to learn to love it and appreciate it as a talented 
friend, who never tires of charming one away from 
petty cares and worryments. 


Just before the first dawn, a liquid note is heard, fol- 
lowed by a whistle or a long trill; next a chirp, a few 
sharp notes and then a perfect rapture of full-throated 
song, changing wonderfully every second or two. The 
dear bird seems so delighted to be alive that it cannot 
suppress its glad tunefulness, and often for thirty min- 
utes, without stopping for more than a few seconds at 
a time, it will pour out such rich and different notes that 
a bird lover wonders how the tiny throat can possibly 
produce the exquisite harmony. The mocker seems to 
be overflowing with happiness all the time. It will! sing 
at the top of its voice while flying from one high 
point to another, and often may be heard on one side 
of a house one instant and on the opposite the next. 


Several years ago in Whittier, as fine a singer as I 
ever heard made its headquarters in the chimney of a 
vacant house, and for five months its music could be 
heard day. and night, for it often sang an hour or two 
bet ween midnig® and dawn. Last summer a mocker 
in San Diego sang at intervals all night. I was rest- 
| less one night during the month of July, so quietly 
took a sheet and comfort and went to a cosy summer- 
house about 11 o'clock p.m. The bird was in full song. 
_I dozed off and on until daylight, but most of the time 
was wide awake, enjoying the novelty of sweet fra- 
| srances, the occasional rustling of leaves, the starry 
| procession overhead, and the sense of all outdoors in 
| the sacred stillness of the night. Stillness? That 
| blessed mocking-bird stirred the air. He would seem to 
call and laugh and whine and whistle, after which a 
little silence would ensue; then, as if from a nap, he 
would utter only a few notes, very slowly and sleepily; 
but presently he fully awoke again and then it was 
laughable to hear how he tried to make up for lost time. 
I never enjoyed anything more in my life, and for days 
afterward I was still telling of my wonderful feathery 
night singer. When I left the summer-house at day- 
light he was singing loudly, all sleep banished for at 
least twelve hours to come. 


These birds have a strange habit of flying a yard or 
80 above their pétch every few minutes while they are 
singing. They never swerve to right or left, but fly 
| straight up from wherever they happen to be and ap- 
pear almost to turn a somersault in coming down, as 
if in play. 

It is a mistake to think that these birds really mock 
others. All their notes are absolutely their own. 1 
have heard very young ones trying their voices for the 
first time, and they went over all the many notes an 
older bird would, only not so perfectly. The meadow 
lark, which often sings song for song near a mocker, is 
never imitated. The mocker has none of the lark’s 
notes, nor the linnet’s or those of many other birds who 
| are its near neighbors constantly. It does not need to 
mock, it has enough music for a dozen birds. 


One day as I was walking along a San Diego street 
I noticed two mocking-birds acting very strangely. They 
were in a garden, one on each side of a low bush and as 
one went to the right side the other went to the left 
and then each reversed its position, but every little while 
both stood still until one began to dance as well as a 
bird can. The other kept perfectly still while the frisky 
one moved exactly as if its feet were on somethin 
hot for them. Up and down it put them many ~i 
Then the other went to the opposite side of the bush 
and the dancing stopped and the hide-and-seek was 
resumed. I watched them for twenty minutes, and dur- 
ing all their performance not a sound, not even a chirp 
was uttered by either bird. It was ridiculous, yet some- 
what uncanny as well. 

Neither in Florida nor in California are mocking- 
birds allowed to be shot or caught and caged. How 
could any one with a feeling heart imprison such a 
bird after seeing and hearing its delight: in freedom 
and the Creator's great outdoors!

Paris, more than ever, is to justify its name, “The City 
Beautiful,” but it is to be made an up-to-date city, as 
well. Part of the new scheme was included in Hauss- 
man’s plans, yet Haussmann never even dreamed of the 
city which will rise in the next score of years. 


For a new Paris is to come into being. Many more 
narrow, winding streets are to give way to broad thor- 
oughfares and many crumbling old buildings, of value 
only because of the historical memories they inspire, 
are to be replaced by edifices of twentieth-century achi- 
tecture. Paris ts determined to rest no longer on the 
laurels won generations ago. It is to be in all respects 
a city of today. 


It is only truth to say that Berlin’s rapid accumula- 
tion of parks and boulevards and show places and its 
growing popularity as a mecca for tourists have been 
watched with jealous solicitude by Parisians—solicitude 
for the preéminence of their own city. The Kaiser’s 
declared intention of making the Prussian metropolis 
the capital of Europe has at last aroused this city which 
claimed by inheritance Rome’s place as ‘Mistress of the 
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World,” but which has done little in recent years in 
defense of the claim. 


So in earnest are the legislators and the architects 
in advancing the present project that they already are 
boasting proudly that in future New York itself will

A magnificent structure was 
erected on the site of the City Hall, which had been 
burned by the revolutionists, but the plan for rebuild- 
ing the Tuileries, for centuries a palace of kings, was 
discarded as impracticable. Portions of the Louvre 
Museum, the Hotel de la Cour des Comptes, the Coun- 
cil of State, the Ministry of Finance, and the Palace 
of the Legion of Honor, all of which were damaged, 
have been restored, not to mention the Palais Royal, 
the Gobelins and nearly 250 other public and private 
buildings. By a strange coincidence, the damage result- 
ing from the Commune amounted to within one or two 
million francs of the sum now to be expended for gen- 
eral public improvement. 


Among the municipal buildings which will be re- 
stored, enlarged or entirely replaced, in furtherance of 
the present project, are a large number of “town halls” 
of “mairies” of wards or “arrondissements” as the 
political divisions in Paris are called.

Asphalt Lumber. 

The term “lumber” formerly was applied only to 
wood, but it has now been combined with the word as- 
phalt to form a term so new as to be capable of copy- 
right. 

It means a board-like product which, while com- 
posed of layers of a special long fiber felt saturated 
with a composition of asphalt, says Cassier’s Magazine, 
can be cut, worked, joined and nailed like wood. This 
material, originally designed for roofing, and absolutely 
water and weather-proof, is manufactured in a stock 
size, °6 inches wide and 6, 8, 1° or 12 feet long. The 
boards are made with a one-inch rabbet, running the 
full length on either side, enabling the material to be 
matched up readily and quickly. while a special as- 
phaltic cement applied along the rabbeted joint makes 
the joints practically a part of the solid board. 


Such a materiai naturally has many wider applica- 
tions than those merely of roofing construction, and 
it is available in al! building operations demanding a 
water-proof structure, capable of resisting heat or cold, 
and unaffected by the action of acids, gases, fumes, etc. 
The material is compressed in the course of manufac- 
ture to such a soiid consistence that it may be classed 
as a fire retardent, while it may be surfaced with sand, 
gravel or mastic, as may be ordered. 

In the manufacture of asphalt board there are used 
four layers of saturated felt, three of parchmentized cel- 
lulose and six of cementing composition to which are 
added two weather coats applied to the outside.

the great ranch of W.N. McMillan an American hailing 
from Detroit, Mich., and indulged in a rest interspersed 
with just enough hunting to maintain interest. The 
attachés of the McMillan ranch were accustomed to 
stumbling over rhinoceros when they went out to milk 
the cow, tying tin cans to the tails of lions to keep them 
away from the chicken roosts, and getting confused be- 
tween the barber-shop signs and the zebras that wan- 
dered about the streets of Nairobi. Among the great 
number of these things of the wild that hung about, a 
ranch hand now and then would take a fancy to some 
individual and convert it into a pet. This practice had 
gone so far that Mr. McMillan had found a full-sized 
menagerie quartered upon him, and this he proffered 
gratis to the Smithsonian Institution through the 
Roosevelt party. 

It was accepted and the institution forthwith dis- 
patched A. B. Baker, assistant superintendent of the 
National Zoo, to Africa for the new collection. He un- 
dertook the trip which led through the Suez Canal, half- 
way down the east coast of Africa, 250 miles by rail 
and twenty-five miles by wagon to the ranch. There he 
boxed the zoo ami single-handed undertook the return 
trip. He found, however, that he was burdened with 
a considerable amount of impedimenta. 

There was, to begin with, the lophiomys, the great- 
est curiosity of the whole collection. This is the first 
lophiomys that was ever captured. White man never 
looked upon one before, and scientists knew not of its 
existence. It has been so little heard of that it had 
never, before starting for America, acquired a popular 
name. The seamen came to call it “Loafy” for short, 
and, because of its tendency to do nothing but sleep by 
day, although it was sufficiently active by night to make 
Loafy is a nocturnal tree rodent about the 
size of a cat. It makes its home in the dense forests 
that flank Mount Kenia and to which few white men 
have ever penetrated. The Winderobo hunters, famous 
for their prowess and activities in the region around 
Lake Victoria, recently told the British game wardens 
of the existence of this strange creature. The war- 
dens offered a reward for the capture of one of them 
alive, and a party of natives came to camp the day be- 
fore the Smithsonian consignment was to start for 
America, and displayed the strange creature, which 
was then seen for the first time by white man. Upon 


_ the question of its classification there is threatening a 


war in the ranks of scientists who do this sort of thing. 
Some hold that it is a member of the rat family, others 
that it belongs to the squirrel family, and yet others 
that it casts its lot in with the skunks. The result of 
the controversy is as yet too uncertain for the hazard 
of a guess at the result. So little was known of the 
creature that the question of its tastes in matters of 
food and manner of life were puzzling, and its care 
a consequence was full of problems. . 
There were five lions in the collection, regarded by 
authorities who have seen them as being the finest 
group now in captivity. These had been captured young 
at the McMillan ranch and had been given the heavy 
feeding treatment. The lion of the wilds is known to 
go hungry for great periods of time at certain seasons, 
and is often thin and emaciated from starvation. His 
growth is stunted from this lack of nourishment. The

The hartebeeste is the “kan- 
guni” of the African natives, and is widely distributed. 

There is a single water buck in the collection, also not 
known to exist in America in captivity or otherwise, 
but the possibility of starting a race of this creature 
was prevented by the death of its mate in course of 
transportation. There is a single Thomson's gazelle in 
the aggregation, the most delicate, the frailest and the 
prettiest of all the animals of the Dark Continent. 
Grant's gazelles are not so rare, and have been seen 
in circuses in America, but this species has hitherto 
proven too delicate for transplanting. The present 
specimen has acquired the name of Alphonse in the 
course of the recent journey, despite the fact that is of 
the female persuasion. It also received a broken leg 
before leaving Africa, but has recovered. The gazelle 
is of the antelope family, déSpite its contrast to other 
members ir size and strength. 

The wart hog is the most uncanny of al] the collec- 
tion. Its chief feature is its teeth. The creature has 
been named Teddy, also in transportation, by the sail- 
ors, and wi'hout so much as a “by your leave.” The 
wart hog is now rare in captivity, although there were a 
number of specimens some years ago. It is not covered 
with warts, as the name would imply, but gets its name 
from certain protuberances on the sides of its head that 
are not warts at all. 

There is a peculiar, long-legged leopard in the collec- 
tion that is known as a cheetah among the natives. 
This leopard is tamed and trained to hunt by the na- 
tives of South Africa, and becomes very skillful in its 
work for its masters. It is said that this is the indi- 
vidual leopard which said to the lion when the strenu- 
ous colonel entered the jungle: “You beat it, I am 
spotted already.” There is a young baboon that was 
brought to America because of its apparent great in- 
telligence, which is to be studied scientifically, edu- 
cated, and which may possibly at some time break into 
society. There is a zebra which is of no particular sig- 
nificance, a Bateleur eagle, noted for its coloring, a 
crested eagle of great size, an African hawk and one or 
two other members of the feathered world. 

This collection is no mean amount of baggage for one 
man to undertake to convey single-handed half-way 
around the world. Yet the task was accomplished and 
all the accompanying difficulties were successfully met. 
The trip from the McMillan ranch to Nairobi, twenty- 
five miles away, was made by South African trolley, as 
ox-team travel is styled, and consumed two days. It 
might have been made more quickly by mule team, and 
the McMillan ranch boasts an excellent one, but when 
lions roar, mules are prone to scamper away across the 
plain, and this might have proven disastrous to the 
menagerie. There were eighteen oxen in tho team used, 
and there was no danger of inability to move the load.

BLOTTING PAPER. 


ACCIDENTAL DiIscoveRY LED TO THE ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF A GREAT INDUSTRY. 

{T. P.’s Weekly:] Blotting paper was discovered 
purely by accident. fome ordinary paper was being 
made one day at a mil] in Berkshire when a careless 
workman forgot io wit in the sizing material. It may 
be imagined what angry scenes would take place in that 
mill, as the whole of the pape:*made was regarded as 
being quite useless. The proprietor of the mill desired 
to write a note shortly afterward, and he took a piece 
of waste paper, thinking it was good enough for the pur- 
pose. To his intense annoyance the ink spread all over 
_the paper. All of a sudden there flashed over his mind 
| the thought that this paper would do instead of sand 
| for drying ink, and he at once advertised his waste 
| paper as “blotting.” There was such a big demand 
_ that the mill ceased to make ordinary peper, and was 
soon occupied in making blotting only, the use of which 
spre d to all countries. The result now is that the de- 
scencdant of the discoverer owns the largest mills in the 
| worl. for the monutacture of this special kind of paper. 
The .reason the pe er is of use in drying ink is that 
realiy it is a mass of hair-like tubes which suck up 
liould by capillary attraction. If a very fine glass tube 
is put isto the water the liquid will rise in it owing to 
capillary attraction. The art of manufacturing blotting 
paper has been carried to such a degree that the product 
has wonderful absorbent qualities. 

Ali blotting paper is made from rags. The original 
blotting paper was of a pink color, due to the fact that 
red rags were usec-——-rags which could not be used for 
making whe ordinary paper, as the color could not be 
removed. Here was a method for using the apparently 
useless matter, and so uw, a jong time pink was the 
predominant color. it is a matter fo. surprise what 
curious preferences are shown by various people with 
regard to the color of the blotting paper they use. 
Business men greatly prefer that of a buff color. This 
is preferred to white from the fact that it is more eas- 
ily distinguished from the letters that are handled, 
while at the same time itis not sufficiently striking to 
seem out of place in an office. It is only in this country 
that buff-colorec blotting paper is the favorite. Coun 
tries which possesses hot climates prefer green, an® 
this preference can readily be understood when it is 
remembered that green is such a restful color to the 
eyes. The peopie on the continent have quite a different 
_taste from our owa with regard to the color of the pa- 
per; they preier vivie colors, showing eSpecial prefer- 
ence for deep pink. Ladies of al! lands prefer more 
dainty colors, chiefly mauve. This colored blotting 
paper, by the ar, was also accidentally produced in 
the first place; in this case some blue and red rags be- 
came m ¥.d together, and so this color was produced. 

There «s an opinion which seems to be fairly preva- 
lent that colored paper. do not blot as well as white. 
As a matter of fact, the color makes no difference at all 
| to the absorbent quality of the paper, the particular 

tint depending purely upon the blending of the rags. 
_ Quite the newest tint is black. This is preferred by 
| persons who do not wish anybody to see what has been 
| written. If an ordinary piece of blotting paper, say 
white has been used, it is quite easy to read what has 


ror. The black paper, however. absorbs the ink marks 
without showing them. In the case of the sovereign 
any piece which has blotted His Majesty’s signature is 
at once destroyed. As a matter of fact, King Edward 
VII always uses an extra thick white sheet of blotting, 
known technically as “Ford's 80-pound white,” though

Leonard Wood's birthplace—in New Hampshire. The 
boy gunned among the sand dunes, rode bareback over 
the beaches, sailed his boat over the sapphire sea and, 
baring his whole hide to the elements, breasted the 
tides and battled with the breakers. All of this was 
good for Scotch-Irish-English blood, which had come 
down from Mayflower and revolutionary stock. Indeed, 
he was a direct descendant of Peregrine White, the first 
colonial Puritan born on American soil, and of Gen. 


Nixon, who fought at Lexington, Bunker Hill and Sara- | 


toga. 

Leonard Wood was then a tow-headed, gray-eyed, 
slender boy, who could enjoy these diversions only be- 
tween chores. But throughout his school days at the 
county school and an academy in town he kept up his 
interest in athletics, even to the extent of gaining 
fame as a cross-country runner. All the while he hoped 
and prayed to be a soldier, but his father, who had had 
his taste of war, was obdurate. So the young man won 
enough scholarships to keep him in the Harvard Medi- 
cal School for a couple of years. He also made extra 
money by tutoring the younger boys, and in his third 
year won a competitive examination for service in a 
Boston hospital. All of this while, however, he had 
been poring over military text-books, and this study he 
continued even after becoming a private practitioner in 
Boston. So when at the age of 25 he had a chance to 
take the examination for assistant army surgeons he 
went to New York eagerly enough. He passed second 
in a large number of competitors, and pending a va- 
cancy in the regular establishment gladly accepted a 
temporary assignment as contract surgeon at $100 
per month.

Having thus distinguished himself in this campaign 
against the Apaches—which Gen. Miles described as 
“one of the most laborious, persistent and heroic cam- 
paigns in which men were ever engaged”—Wood com- 
manded an expedition sent out to capture Indian pris- 
oners who had escaped into Mexico. And his next 
duty was against “Apache Kid” in 1887-8; then he com- 
manded a heliographic survey for a couple of years, 
had charge of the military hospitals at Fort McDowell, 
Ariz., on the edge of the great American desert; at the 
Presidio, San Francisco, and at Fort McPherson, Ga. 
All of this time he kept up his athletic training. He 
was a star on the post football teams, and at the Pre- 
sidio he made a record for a track run of seventeen 
and a half miles in two hours and a quarter, in street 
clothing. 

In 1890 he married Miss Louise A. Condit Smith of 
Washington, whose sister was one of the refugees in 
the American legation during the Boxer uprising at Pe- 
king, and in 1891 he was promoted to the rank of cap- 
tain and assistant surgeon.

He is 
not bothered by intrusions for cleaning purposes, and 
never even sees the person who does the work. 


When a Senator wants anything, he tells his clerk 


(paid by the government) to telephone to the hotel 
office—that is to say, to the office of the building, which 
is on the first floor, just inside the main entrance. 
There are twelve messengers and laborers always on 
duty in the daytime, and they are at the service of the 
occupants of the legislative flats. No women are em- 
ployed in the building, save only three, of colored per- 
suasion, who have charge of retiring rooms for lady 
visitors. 


The housekeeping of the Senatorial flats costs $40,000 


a year. This, of course, does not include fuel or lights.

heating or illumination in any of the above-mentioned 
buildings, all of which will depend for light and 
warmth upon the power plant in question. The latter 
is connected by a cement-lined conduit, big enough for 
a man to walk through, with the system of tunnels, 
newly constructed, which joins the Library of Congress 
to the Capitol and the two huge white-marble Annexes. 
All of the system described is subterranean, not a sign 
of it appearing above ground. 


The starting up of the power plant is practically co- 
incident with the completion of the Senate Annex, 
which, about a year behind the House Annex in its con- 
struction, has only just received its finishing touches. 
‘'t stands today, however, beyond comparison the hand- 
wmest and most magnificently equipped office building 
nm the world. To all intents and purposes, it is an im- 
mense hotel, and is conducted on that basis, save only 
for the fact that it contains no bedrooms. It is for 
daytime use only, and nobody sleeps in it. 


There are 110 suites of rooms. Al] of them are beau- 
tifully furnished, and they differ in point of desirable- 
ness only through the fact that some of them comprise 
three rooms, while others have but two. Each Senator 
has a suite for his own exclusive occupancy, and in ev- 
ery instance the apartment is connected with the meet- 
ing-room of a committee over which the Senator him- 
self presides as chairman. These committee-rooms, by 
the way, are superbly fitted up, the great table around 
which the members sit on leather-covered chairs being 
of massive mahogany. 


The House office building, which in plan and exter- 
nal aspect resembles that of the Senate, is quadrangu- 
lar in shape. But the Senate Annex, though of the 
same dimensions, has no fourth side. Thus ($2,500,000 
having been originally appropriated for each of the 
two buildings,) it has been found practicable to make 
the newly-finished Senate wing far more beautiful and 
luxurious inside than that of the House of Representa-

The building is under the charge of an official “custo- 
dian”—Mr. Al Werner. 

Mr. Werner, who keeps the hotel for Senators, is 
about 40 years of age, and looks younger. He hails 
from Idaho, and his beginning in life was made as clerk 
in a drugstore, which was owned by his mother, at a 
salary of $3 a week. For a while he did engineering 
work on the Northern Pacific Railroad, in Montana, 
and he has also been in the real estate business. He was 
a member of the Idaho Legislature when that body 
elected Senator Borah. It was through Borah that he 
came to Washington and, after serving for some time 
as assistant to Elliott Woods, the superintendent of 
the Capitol, was made custodian of the Senate flats. 
Werner is tall, dark, slender, and much liked by every- 
body. 

The custodian of the House flats is W. R. Woolley of 
Cleveland, O., who was formerly employed as a civilian 
expert in connection with the river and harbor work 
of the War Department. From this he was detached to 
take charge of the mason work In the building of the 
House Annex, and was later on appointed to manage 
the building—-that is to say, to keep the hotel for Rep- 
resentatives in Congress. 

It has always been regarded as a matter of course 
that Senators should enjoy comforts somewhat superior 
to those provided for mere Representatives. Thus it is 
not surprising to find that automobiles are furnished to 
carry members of the Upper House back and forth 
through the tunnel which connects their flats with the 
Capitol, whereas legislators in the popular branch of 
Congress have the benefit of no such conveniences. 
Ever since the tunnels are dug between the Capitol 
and the two annexes it has been a puzzle to decide what 
mode of transportation should be adopted through them,

GREATEST LITERARY WORK OF THE 
CENTURY. 
From Tit-Bits. 

ROJECTED fully half a century ago, founded upon 

the contributory labors of more than a thousand 
readers of English works of all periods and 
branches of knowledge, and now being produced by 
three highly-trained staffs. “The New English Diction- 
ary on Historical Principles” has an undoubted claim 
to be The Dictionary. In no other age, in no other 


language, has the publication of a dictionary on so 
Stupendous a scale been undertaken. 


As early as 1857 the work originated, when Dean 
(afterward Archbishop) Trench read two papers before 
the Philological Society, “On Some Deficiencies in Ex- 
isting English Dictionaries.” In these he emphasized 
the necessity of producing a dictionary on historical 
principles, in which the rise, progress or decay, and use 
of words in their various senses might be clearly se! 
forth and illustrated chronologically by quotations. The 
honor of producing this work which the Philologica! 
Society thus contemplated has fallen to the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, and all the material collected by the so- 
clety from 1857 was placed at the disposal of Dr. (now 
Sir) James Murray, the editor appointed by the repre- 
sentatives of the University Press and the society. 


Dr. Murray commenced his editorial duties in 1879. 
Three years were allotted to the immense task of ar- 
ranging the 4,000,000 quotations (now augmented by 
nearly twice as many more) collected during the pre- 
vious twenty-two years. Much of the material had been 
in the hands of literary gentlemen throughout the 
kingdom, who had volunteered to be sub-editors. In 
1889—so vast is the enterprise—Dr. Bradley was ap- 
pointed as joint editor, and eight years ago Dr. Craigie 
received a similar appointment, that the production of 
the dictionary might be hastened and brought to a 
speedy completion. 


Owing to the light which the various words throw 
upon one another, the dictionary-maker finds it con- 
venient to take in hand a group or “family” at a time. 
The materia) already collected for such a group con- 
sists of hundreds of slips of paper, seven inches broad 
by four and a quarter long, each bearing a quotation 
from a standard English work. These extracts range 
from the earliest stages of the language down to the 
present date. Much skill, only to be acquired by long 


Dele 


experience, is necessary to sift and classify the evi- 
dence, to reduce it to its proper form and dimensions, 
and to arrange the senses and subordinate senses in 
due order. 


So great were the difficulties presented by the verb 
“do” that a sub-editor, after laboring with it for over 
six weeks, finally gave up in despair the task of arrang- 
ing it. In the hands of an expert staff, the mass of 
material was at length reduced to shape. The uses were 
sO numerous that the word was divided into fifty-four 
main and sixty-six subordinate senses, which occupy 
sixteen columns of smal! type in this dictionary. 


The word “cheer” provides an excellent illustration 
of the results obtained. As is shown in the work, the 
word originally signified “the face.” being so used as 
early as 1225. Hence, in due order, evolved the various 
senses: (2) “the expression on the face;:” (3) “frame of 
mind, as showing itself by external demeanor; (4) 
“cheerfulness, mirth, gaiety:” (5) “hospitable enter- 
tainment; (6) “what is provided by way of entertain- 
ment; fare, food;” from which naturally arises the 
Sense; (7) “that which gives gladness: comfort. en- 
couragement,”’ as also (8) “a shout of encouragement, 
approbation or congratulation.” 

Perhaps nothing strikes the dictionary worker or stu- 
dent more forcibly than the number of English words 
or uses of words which once flourished vigorously and 
have become quite obsolete. The verb “refel” (“to re- 
fute, repel, reject,”) for example, which appears in our 
literature from early in the sixteenth century, was in 
common use in eight senses for fully 100 years. It 
then began to decay, and survived only in a single sense 
until about 1734. ““e history of the verb “resent” com 
menced early in . » seventeenth century, and diverged 
into eleven different senses. Most of these fell into 
disuse after a short period of probation. and the verb 
is now represented in only one sense. 

Words likewise lose part of their intensi.> of mean- 
ing. From at least the year 800 the word “rother’ 
(now only in dialect use,) signifying “a horned beast.” 
has been in currency; but its full significance became 
lost, and the form was strengthened by the addition of 
“beast.” Hence the combination, “rother beast.” in use 
from 1480 to 1700. The large number of old words pre- 
served in the vernacular, but especially in the northern 
counties and in Scotland, is remarkable. Whenever—a 
dialect use throws light upon or continues the history 
of a literary word, it is given an appropriate place in 
this gigantic work. 

The preparer of “copy” works up his material] by am- 
plifying it with quotations from the numerous works 
in the office or in the Bodleian Library. After the 
mass of evidence has been divided into words and their 
senses, and the illustrative quotations have been cho- 
sen, the material undergoes thorough revision by the 
editor. Immediately before the “eopy” is sent to the 
printer the titles of the various books quoted are com- 
pared with a register and contracted uniformly, and 
doubtful quotations are verified by comparison with the 


work in question. The printer's proofs are thoroughly 
revised in every stage, and the greatest pos8ible car: 
fs taken to exclude errors—typorraphical, lexicograph-

Turkish Patriotism. 


Between Adrianople and Constantinople, | was awak- 
ened one night by a succession of short, sharp cheers 
and cries of “Long live the Ottomans!” while the train 
halted at some station, and the next morning I learned 
that we had taken on board some newly-elected Depu- 
ties. At Constantinople these Deputies were met by & 
tremendous crowd with bands and banners, and | saw 
the first of the great processions which were later a 
daily feature of life there. Of the size and enthusi- 


asm of these crowds enough has already been said, but 
what struck me most about them and about the city 
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inknown, Constantinople suddenly became a place 
where political processions were the order of the day. 
{in fact, there was a regular processional epidemic. 


I was met by the new order of things at the very 
frontier. The Turkish official who took my passport 
said: “Sir, you belong to a country which is a good 
friend of Turkey. I shall ask the customs officers to 
put you to no inconvenience with regard to your bag- 
gage.” And all the way to Adrianople that official 
talked to me about the new order of things. At Adri- 
anople a Turkish general boarded our train, and among 
the crowd of military leaders who saw him off was 
one who had been once a pillar of the old régime and 
who had been transferred to Adrianople on the success 
of the revolution. He was not degraded; he was sim- 
ply removed from the capital and carefully watched. 
“In Ireland,” remarked a fellow-traveler, “we would 
have such a man as that running up and down the 
platform tarred and feathered.” In Turkey, however, 
they act differently, for no disrespect was shown to 
this former tool of the Padishah. Of course if he in- 
trigued against the state of things, his end would be 
sharp and sudden. On the very day that I was at Adri- 
anople, Gen. Ismail Pasha, one of the worst of Abdul 
Hamid’s spies, was shot dead in Constantinople. When 
his master fell, Ismail was detained for a short time, 
but a few days later he was released and allowed to 
return home. Here he seems to have immediately begun 
intriguing for a restoration of the old régime, and he 
was apparently alive to the danger he ran, for he gave 
strict orders to his servants not to open the doors to 
any one. On the night of December 3, 1908, a messen- 
ger came with a letter from the Ministry of War, but 
the porter would not admit even him, though he, the 
porter, afterward confessed that by the dim light from 
a neighboring lamp he saw that the messenger wore a 
military uniform. Finally the message was handed in 
through the window, and proved to be a notice from the 
War Office asking Ismai! Pash» there immedi- 


to me 


generally was the extraordinary awakening of the na- 
tional self-consciousness which had taken place. This | 
was shown in a thousand ways, but I shall speak of — 
only two—the very profuse use of the Turkish flag, 
which had evidently become the idol of the Ottomans 
as the tricolor was the idol of the French revolution- 
ists, and the fact that the newspapers and the people 
spoke of Turkey’s past glories, of her advance to the 
gates of Vienna and of her conquests in three conti- 
nents, as of a thing which belonged to them person- 
ally, whereas formerly the Turk displayed as little self- 
consciousness of this kind as the Russian moujik. In 
this matter of a reawakening or, rather, a creation of 
a national] self-consciousness, the Turkish revolution 
produced results curiously different from those pro- 
duced by the recent revolution in Russia. A tremen- 
dous sensation was created among al! classes of the 
population one day when some drunken foreigners 
pulled down the Turkish flag, and great enthusiasm was 
always caused by the playing of the national anthem. 
In St. Petersburg, on the contrary, the Russian flag was 
detested by the revolutionists, and so strong was the 
prejudice against the national hymn that, after an offi- 
cer had shot a student dead for refusing to stand up 
when it was played in one of the leading restaurants 
of St. Petersburg, the Chief of Police forbade the 
playing of it as likely to cause trouble. The explana- 
tion was, of course, that Abdul Hamid had himself be- 
come a revolutionist, while Nicholas II was always an 
enemy of reform. 


My first day in Constantinople was a delirium of 
processions culminating in one grand historical march- 
past of all the Deputies, of ballot boxes crowned with 
flowers, of carriages containing Greek priests, and 
Mahommedan mullahs, imams clad in the picturesque 
costume of Mecca, the holy city, sitting beside dark- 
clad Armenian monks and Jewish rabbis, representa- 
tives of a still older law.

A BRIEF AUTOBIOGRAPHY WRITTEN 
FOR A LONDON PAPER. 


From M.A.P. 
M Y father was a schoolmaster and a Unitarian, and 


he left Wales to follow his profession in England. 

He was stationed at Manchester and Liverpool. 
In Liverpool, he was master of the Hope-street School; 
the manager of the school was the Rev. Dr. Martineau, 
and so this great divine was one of the early influences, 
in many ways, on my life and that of my people. He 
was a friend of my father, and we have several memo- 
rials of their friendship. 

I was born in Manchester in 1863. 

My father died when I was but 2 years old. He left 
a very small fortune to my mother. and she had to 
make a hard struggle to bring up her children. She 
was a fine character—gentle, unselfish and courageous. 
She never complained, and never spoke of her struggles. 
It was not till long after that her children fully appre- 


| clated how much they owed to her, and how fine her 


spirit had been in the hard task of bringing up her 
fatherless family. She took little interest in things out- 
side her family, knew nothing of politics, but was pro- 


_foundly stirred by religious questions. 


She owed much to Mr. Geoffrey, a Liverpool solicitor, 
who was a Unitarian, and a friend of my father. He 
helped to protect and realize the small property my 
father had left. 

My life and career, after my mother, | owe mainly to 
an uncle who was more than a parent to me. My 
mother was the daughter of a Welsh Baptist minister; 
it is her religion I have followed. 


Where | Spent My Boyhood. 


The death of my father ended all our ties with Eng- 
land, and my mother instinctively turned to our home 
in Wales, where her brother lived. This was the vil- 
lage of Llanystumdwy, South Carnarvon. It was a typi- 
cal Welsh village, both physically and socially. It was 
the center of an amphitheater of hill; had the sea in 
the near distance and abundant woods; was picturesque, 
beautiful, and inspiring. 

Socially, it was at that period in my boyhood entirely 
under the yoke of the village squire and the village par- 
son. The land was strictly preserved, which did not 
prevent us youngsters from having our joyous days in 
the woods, searching for nuts and cherries. Whenever 
we were on one of these marching expeditions, we used 
to have some of our companions to keep watch, lest we 
should be caught by the keepers. : 

Our dread of the keeper was not without cause. A 
boy who had killed a hare had to be sent away by his 
widowed mother from the farm which she occupjed. If 
she had not done so, she would probably have been 
turned out of the farm. The other farmers dared not 
take the lad in. He left the village, and, I think, he 
died early. | 

The only schoo) in the village was a church school. 
There were not half a dozen church children in the 
school; but all the atmosphere and the government of 
the school were of the church. 

I was regarded as a promising pupil; and I was espe- 
cially strong in. the church catechism, in which I “usu- 
ally got the first place. Our teacher was al! right, but 
the managers of the schoo! varied according to tempera- 


ment. Some were broad-minded, and respected the

views of the Nonconformists: others were bigoted, and 
asked questions which were insulting to the faith of 
the parents of the children.

At 
16 years of age, | was articled as a clerk in a solicitor’s 
I bad passed the preliminary examination, 
which is necessary before entering on the profession, 
when I was 14. 

I was articled to a solicitor at Portmadoc: and I lived 
with a nice old couple whose children had all gone out 
into the world in search of a livelihood.

For five years and a half I remained an apprentice; at 
the end of that time, my uncle’s small fortune was ex-

A Famous Case. 


I daresay I should have remained many years longer 
a country solicitor if my name had not been brought 
into some public notice by what is known as the Llan- 
frothan burial case. It was one of those peculiarly 
harsh cases which excite passion and attract public at- 
tention.

I had an opportunity of seeing 
that wonderful versatility and that extraordinary range 
of knowledge which was one of that great man’s most 
marked characteristics.

THE WRECKING TRAIN. 


RAILROAD MEN Wuo Get BUsyY WHEN AN AccI- 
DENT HAPPENS. 


[New York Sun:] It takes just about five mingites for 
the New York Central wrecking crew at Utica, N. Y., to 
get under way when a wreck happens somewhere east of 
Kirkville or west of Albany, which is the usual terri- 
tory covered by this crew, a distance of thirty-eight 
miles to the westward and eighty-seven miles to the 
eastward. Five minutes is the time required if the 
wreck happens in the daytime. If the accident hap- 
pens at night the use of the telephone gets every mem- 
ber of the crew out of bed, in which case it requires 
about fifteen minutes to get the crew together and the 
engine hitched to the seven-car train. The wrecking 
aggregation located at Utica is typical of the wrecking 
outfits of the Centra! Railroad. 


When two trains run into each other and mess things 
up and hurt somebody, the wrecking crew's first busi- 
ness is to care for the wounded. In Utica the New York 
Central has the names of four physicians on its list. and 
when the wrecking crew hears that some one is huwtt. 
one of these doctors is notified. If the wreck is a large

all others who can be obtained. The wrecking train is 
also supplied with first-aid-to-the-injured outfits. 


The wrecking train consists of seven cars, the steam 
crane, the idler, over which the boom hangs, with a 
cabin on the other end in which ride the crane engi- 
neer and the rigger; a dining and sleeping-car combined, 
in Which the crew eats and sleeps: a tool car. a block- 
ing-car, which carries the blocks used in blocking up 
cars, and two cars loaded with trucks which may be 
placed under cars when wheels or axles have heen 
twisted. 


An ordinary wrecking crew consists of the wrecking 
master, a crane engineer, a rigger and eight wreckers. 
The assistant train master accompanies the crew to 
learn how the wreck happened and to attend to other 
matters. When the wreck is large, the size of the crew 
is increased. 


The steam crane constantly keeps steam up ready for 
business, and the fire is never drawn without the per- 
mission of the superintendent. When the wrecking 
crew learns of a wreck, the first available engine is 
hooked to the seven cars, and no time is wasted in ar- 
riving at the scene of action. 


The first thing the steam crane does is to hoist the 
débris off the track. Just as soon as one of the tracks 
has been opened the. wrecking master reports to the 
superintendent and gives him an.estimate of the length 
of time it will require to open the other tracks, 


The wrecking master is in full command at the wreck. 
One of the wreckers acts as a clerk and takes note of 
every bit of damage done, for it will be his business to 
make a detailed report of what happened in the mix-up. 
If the nature of the wreck indicates the cause, he will 
report that also. 


The crane has a lift rating of sixty tons, which is suf- 
ficient to hoist a freight car bodily upon a track. When 
it tackles qa passenger car it can lift one end at a time. 
Whenever the crew goes to the electrified West Shore 
Railroad, the members wear rubber boots and rubber 
gloves as extra precautions, although the current is sup- 
posed to be turned cff from the third rai) after a wreck 
has happened.

From now until April, cuttings or “slips” may be 
taken with every chance of successful propagation. Get 
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CALIFORNIA SUGAR PINE. 


a box six or more inchs in depth; bore holes through 
bottom for drainage and scatter a little coarse gravel, 
small stones or broken pots over the bottom so that 
water may easily percolate toward the numerous drain- 
age holes. Fill the box with clean, sharp sand and 
wet it down thoroughly. The young chrysanthemum 
shoots are so tender you may break them off, as very 
few but gardeners expert in the matter will properly 
cut them, and unless a knife is kept clean or constantly 
dipped, the cuttings may be injured. Pinch off with 
thumb nail and finger all the leaves from each slip ex- 
cept the tuft on the end, and if these are inclined to 
droop, cut off the upper one-half of this end tuft. 
These slips should be from three to four inches long 
and be planted in sand from one to two inches deep. 
When you have broken off your slips allow them to 
stand in fresh water until next mornmg so to prevent 
wilting during the first day—the most important of all 
days in propagation. Use a piece of lath or other 
straight edge to lay across the top of the box to mark 
lines for cuttings. Use an old table knife or a small 
thin paddle to make a sharp cut or groove in the sand 
along the straight edge. Insert the cuttings in this cut; 
never force them into the sand, for this will bruise the 
tender ends and induce decay. After pressing the sand 
against the cuttings, make another cut about two inches 
from the first and proceed as before. Use boxes small 
enough so that you may cover them with panes of glass 
(unless you have a glass house,) and these must be 
painted or shaded slightly to prevent too much light 
and heat. Never allow the glass to fit down closely 
upon the top of box, but put under the edge little chips 
of wood a quarter or half inch thick so that a free cir- 
culation of air muy be had above the cuttings. Keep 
the boxes in a sunny position and never allow the sand 
to get dry. In from three to four weeks all will be 
rooted, though they need never be taken out until a 
couple of weeks (not more) later. Set out in rich, mel-

Selecting a Breed and Variety. 


With the advent of spring and its attendant house- 
moving and housecleaning many people other than fan- 
clers and breeders will experience an attack of the

feather operations, the selection of a breed or variety 
is often more or less perplexing. To ask advice of 
breeders is good in its way, only that each will be ex- 
tolling the virtue of his own birds to the exclusion of 
all others. “Which is the best breed” is a stereotyped 
question that is propounded to every poultry writer al- 
most every day of the year. To the beginner records of 
remarkable performances in egg-laying and rapidity of 
development can have but little significance. Almost 
invariably these are attained only under the most favor- 
able conditions. and then always in the hands of ex- 
perts.

well as with the general flock. But we are now con- 
sidering averages, which appeal strongly to our sense 
of economy, since the present high prices of living have 
become a serious matter to the average family hen. It 
is more than probable that the coming census will show 
higher averages, because of better management and the 
introduction of trap-nesting. 

These figures are interesting from the fact that the 
average poultry breeder and fancier, be he a small or 
large breeder, can easily augment a larger output of 
eggs by more intensive culture, and by the elimination 
of the poor layer from his flock. As has before been 
stated in these columns, the Australians have carried 
egg production to a higher average per hen, than the 
Americans—an accomplishment made possible only by 
more careful and intelligent caretaking. 


Many of the agricultural experiment statisticians 
have done some good work of an educational character 
calculated to show where wear and tear can be lessened, 
and the output materially increased. In a late bulle- 
tin the Oregon statistician gives the result of experi- 
ments, proving that the well-bred and well-managed 
hem’ can be made to convert 100 pounds of food into 
thirty pounds of ceggs. Allowing an average of eight 
eggs to the pound, would give us twenty dozen eggs-—a 
showing that is not impossible, but decidedly improb- 

’ able with an average flock with the best of care. But 
even with an average product of only twenty pounds 
of eggs to the 100 pounds of feed, the profit is still a 
handsome one to the breeder. Indeed, is it not evident 
that eten with the present prevailing prices for the 
grain foods that poultry is a profitable industry? Thir- 
teen dozen of eggs at 30 cents—present price—yields 
$2.90 against the 100 pounds of feed, say, at $2.50. To 
be sure. fixed charges of plant must be added to cost 
feed, but even then the margin under careful man- 
agement will show a net gain of about $1 per hen, al- 
lowing her only the average, 150 eggs per annum. 


All this implies better method, better appliances, and 
the exercise of brain and brawn in the poultry yard. 
Where large numbers are raised annually, no one with 
a view to the main chance will think of big success 
without the use of Incubators and brooders. The im- 
provements and advances made with these modern ad- 
juncts of the poultry industry render their use of less 
eare than hatching and brooding in the natural way. 
To these should be added other implements, and espe- 
cially a green bone and an alfalfa cutter. 


There is no probability that the prices for poultry 
products will be seriously depressed within the imme- 
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source are liable to prove a disappointment in the hands 
of inexperienced, because supposed to duplicate the 
record of their parents under much less favorable con- 
ditions, though, of course, the stock is always to be pre- 
ferred, and if afforded any care at all, will do better 
by the beginner than mixed or inferior strains. Hence 
it is advisable to get good foundation stock. 

Obviously, for family use, the utility breeds have first 
choice. These are divided into four classes: The Med- 
iterranean, the American, the English and the Asiatic. 
The first comprise the Leghorns, Minorcas, Andalusians, 
etc., all of which are more or less addicted to flying, 
and on this account are not so suitable for small quar- 
ters. The English and American class embrace the Ply- 
mouth Rocks and Wyandottes, the Dorkings and Orp- 
ingtons, all of which are rated as both egg and meat 
breeds. They stand confinement well, are usually good 
layers of brown-shelled eggs, mature rapidly, and can 
be safely commended for the city-lot breeder and fan- 
cier. The Asiatic give us the Brahmas, Cochins and 
Langshans, distinguished from the American class be- 
cause larger and all have feathered legs. For the most 
part they furnish a larger carcass, lay as well as could 
be expected of heavy birds, stand confinement well, 
and are on the whole desirable for family purposes. 
There are many other breeds, also good, but to the be- 
ginner, any one of the above will prove interesting and 
of utility value. 

To all who contemplate growing a few chickens this 
spring, we suggest that they select the breed and vari- 
ety that strikes their fancy on grounds of form and 
color of plumage. The Mediterraneans afford a wide 
range in color off plumage from the pure White Leg- 
horns to the Black Minorca, with the Anconas, Brown 
Leghorns and Andalusians as the parti-colored varieties. 
The same also holds true of the English, Asiatic and 
American classes. It is also well to remember that it 
costs no more to care for standard-bred fowls, than it 
does for mongrels or “‘mixed” flocks. For there is al- 
ways the sense of the beautiful that the formed grati- 
fies in addition to economic values. Another point to 
remember is to limit your operations to a single breed 
or variety. One such bred to perfection will tax your 
ingenuity much beyond what a beginner would deem 
possible. A flock of chickens is not without its cares, 
but for the person possessing a love of bird life and the 
outdoor life that is possible under a Southern Califor- 
nia sun, it can certainly be made a source of pleasure as 
well as profit. 
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queer objects given among the many native tribes in 
exchange for Bibles. These include persona! adorn- 
ments, weapons of the hunt and war, carvings and 
paintings, shells, embroideries. 

In the salesroom are to be seen single books from the 
Bible, printed in clear type and bound in cloth, which 
retail] for 2 cents apiece, those in foreign tongues at 3 
cents. The New Testament costs 6 cents. The com- 
plete Bible may be had for 17 cents, the foreign versions 
costing 25 cents. The most expensive Bibles printed for 
the holiday trade, with soft covers of scarlet leather, 
cost only $1.80, the object of the society being to fur- 
nish these volumes as cheaply as possible and elimi- 
nating editions de luxe and Bibles in expensive bind- 
ings, except in rare instances where a direct call is 
made for them. The low prices, many of them much 
below the actual cost of production, are interesting in 
connection with the statistics furnished by Dr. Dwight 
in regard to the expense incurred in earlier times. 

“Before the art of printing the Bible was repro- 
duced exclusively by briefmen or copyists who wrote 
it out with the pen, and it was then the most expensive 
book in the world,” he said. “In the thirteenth cen- 
tury a copy of the Bible with a few explanatory notes 
cost $150. The wages of a laborer amounted then to 
18 cents a week and it would take a workman about fif- 
teen years to earn enough to purchase a volume. 

“Even after the invention of printing the Bible sold 
at fabulous sums. In as late a period as that immedi- 
ately following the American Revolution the dearth of 
books was so great that the possession of a Bible 
ranked with that of the other treasures of a household. 
The cheapest volume cost not less than $2.” 

Altogether, through the efforts of the society, trans- 
lations of the Bible have been made into about 450 
languages and dialects. These translations are gener- 
ally made by missionaries, who in the countries where 
there is no written tongue find thems2lves confronted 
by a work that oftentimes takes anywhere from two 
to five years and is attended by very great difficulties. 
As soon as a missionary has formulated a written lan- 
guage from the spoken sounds and has taught some of 


the natives to read and write he wants to translate the 


Bible and requests the Bible Society to print the trans- 
lation and send him the books for distribution. 

At the present time, the Bible Society is printing the 
Bible in three of the languages of Africa which have 
never been used for writing. It is also printing Bibles 
in five of the languages of the Philippines and slowly 
completing the printed list of thirty languages used in 
the islands of the South Pacific. 

A great many of the books intended for distribution 
in the Far East are printed in places other than New 
York. For example, there is a fine printing establish- 
ment at Yokohama under the auspices of the Bible 
Society, which employs Japanese workmen under con- 
tract. From this place distribution is made to the 
Philippines and «o Korea. The society also prints in 
Shanghai and Chen Tu and at Bangkok in Siam. and at 
Beirut in Syria similar work is done, some of it on 
presses belonging to the Presbyterian Missionary So- 
ciety, with which the American Bible Society coéperates. 

All the books for South Africa are printed here, and 
those for the Gilbert Islands, the Kusaie and: Ponape 
Islands too, as well as many other far-away points. 
The packing of Bibles for these points requires great 
precautions, which means usually that they are placed 
in tin boxes which are made airtight and soldered and 
then put in wooden boxes, so that if they should be 
dropped overboard on their way from a ship's side or 
in voyaging up rivers and through canals the books 
will not be damaged. 

The United es is divided into sections, and from 
the agencies established in each colporteurs cover cer- 
tain allotted territory. 

“We are apt,” continues Mr. Dwight, “to think that 
the missionaries of South Africa, of the PMilippines, 
among the Basques and in Iceland, as may be, must 
necessarily meet with-strange peoples and strange ad- 
ventures, but we do not have to go beyond the con- 
fines of our own country to parallel them. 

“Many of the colporteurs, particularly those in the 
Northwest, speak at least twenty different languages, 
and continually requests are coming from them and 
from outside people begging that the Bible may be 
translatedinto some dialect or language spoken in far- 
off points, the very names of which are unknown to the 
majority of New Yorkers. In the agency which dis- 
tributes the Scriptures from the city of San Francisco 
in California, Nevada, Oregon and Washington are 
Spanish-speaking Mexicans, Portuguese, one-half of all 
the Chinese in the United States, Japanese, Koreans, 
Hindus, Malays, Hawaiians and Filipinos. 

“The agency established in the Northwest during the 
year ending in March 31, 1909, distributed Scriptures in 
thirty-five different languages, including, in addition to 
French, German, Scandinavian and Finnish, such 
tongues as the Lettish, Slovak, Lithuanian, Croatian, 
Slovanian and Arabic. One of the Bible Society col- 
porteurs was sent to Indianapolis to distribute books 
among the Hunyaks. The name was unknown to him. 
When he went among them he found that the people so 
designated were a medley of Servians, Croatians, Bul- 
garians, Macedonians, Turks, Roumanians, Greeks, Al- 
banians, Germans and Hungarians. 

“In Haughville, a suburb of Indianapolis, he found 
Slovanians, Polanders, Slovaks and Lithuanians, These 
foreigners live togethed in groups; in one instance, 
fifty-three men were living in five small rooms. The 
colporteurs employed by the American Bible Society 
during the last year numbered approximately 662; of 
these 163 were in the home agencies and the remain- 
der in the foreign agencies and as missionary corre- 
spondents. 

“The revisions of the various translations and edi- 
tions of the Bible already printed is also an important 
branch of the work.” For example, we have 
been at work since last spring in getting a 
Spanish revision and expect it will take six years to 
complete the work. For this purpose we brought here 
three American missionaries from Mexico, three men

who have lived in South America for thirty years and 
know the literary language perfectly, and to assist 
these three native scholars. 


“They are expected to keep close watch on each 
other's work and prevent either provincialisms or the 
stiff old Castilian tongue from predominating. When 
the revision of the existing Bible is completed, a 
thousand copies will be sent through the Spanish- 
speaking countries to get the criticisms of the people. 
This is called the experimental publication, and when 
the books return to us they will come with many new 
ideas, valuable as well as useless suggestions and crit- 
icisms of the translators’ and revisers’ work. 


“In China there has been working for twelve years 
a committee composed of Americans and British, who 
are revising two Chinese dialects, and these men will 
stay there and dig for several years longer, for it is a 
tremendous piece of work. Another equally difficult 
task is the revision of the Zulu Bible. A task of less 
work, but of importance, is the Portuguese. 


“The Arabic reference Bible is now being printed at 


the press in Beirut, Syria, and the completion of the 


Mandarin Chinese reference Bible continues, slowly 
progressing to an ultimate perfection. The revision 
work is considered of tremendous importance in the 
society. 

“In regard to the work nearer at hand, in New York 
there are several auxiliaries which help in this work, 
and there are in Manhattan between thirty-five and 
forty spoken languages. Agents from the society are 
sent daily to Ellis Island. During the eighty years 
ended October 1, 1906, the society distributed: 2,030,088 
copies of the Bible in this way. 

“Early in its history the society made arrangements 
to supply Bibles at half-cost to hotels, steamboats and 
railroad cars, and at the principal seaports, with New 
York in the lead, a large number are regularly sent 
among the naval forces and among seamen generally. 
About a million and a half books have been distributed 
by the marine committee.” 

Even the dignified seriousness of Dr. Dwight is not 
proof against the attack of mirth that seizes him as he 
relates the introduction of what a barker described to 
the merry-makers at Coney Island last summer as “the 
wash-tub” edition of the Bible. 

The Bible at Coney Island is brought into competi- 
tion with fascinating and novel forms of amusement 
and entertainment and the hoarse voice of its own ener- 
getic colporteur is one of many crying special wares 
such as the “Loop the Loop,” the “Ride Into the 
Whale,” and the “Voyage to Heaven and Hell,” and 
even those members of the society who deprecate the 
apparent loss of dignity involved inthis rivalry are 
obliged to admit that while it is eminently necessary 
to maintain the serious character of the Holy Book at 
the same time it is equally necessary to yield a point 
in doing so and to take into account the prevailing 
moods of the thousands who stroll by the stand—mdods 
of recreation and enjoyment. 

The colporteur at Coney Island has a ready tongue 
and wit. He has a more difficult proposition to handle 
than his competitors, and he handles it deftly. To one 
he says reprovingly, in answer to a jest: “This book 
will keep you from sin. Sin will keep you from this 
book.” On the cards he distributes and among the 
printed posters’ decorating his well-stocked stall! the 
passer-by may read: 

“Satan trembles when he sees 
Scriptures sold as cheap as these.” 

With his megaphone in hand, John Henry Way, a 
lifetime devotee of this special branch of work. calls 
out to the moving multitude: “Don’t forget the Bible,” 
and some are singled out for special comments adapted 
to their special needs. The small boy whose greedy 
mouth is open to receive a large chunk of ice cream 
sandwich is, for instance, arrested by the statement: 
“You can have a book that will last you for years for 
the price of a sandwich that is lost In a second.” Prob- 
ably the sandwich is lost and the book is not gained, 
but the boy has been made to think. 


Boys’ Intensive Farming. 

_More than 12,000 Southern boys less than 13 years old 
planted and cultivated an acre of corn each last year 
under the direction of the Department of Agriculture. 
Persons interested in the experiment in Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina and Virginia offered to pay 
the expenses of a trip to Washington for the boy in each 
State who raised the greatest amount of corn on his 
acre. The winning boys will soon visit the national 
capital. 

The average yield of corn to the acre in 1909 was a 
little more than twenty-five bushels. The South Cago- 
lina boy, who made the best record, produced 152% 
bushels. The winning Mississippi boy raised 147 bush- 
els, the Arkansas boy 135 and the boy in Virginia 122. 
The average raised by each of the 12,000 was sixty 
bushels. 

The Instructions given to those boys by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are available to every farmer in 
the country. If they should be followed exactly the 


-yleld of corn to the acre could easily be doubled in a 


single year. 

Intensive cultivation is worth while on all crops. 

The average yield of potatoes to the acre in 1909 was 
107 bushels, but the Maine farmers averaged 225 bush- 
els, and some of the most progressive of them dug 400 
bushels to the acre. The yield of corn and potatoes de- 
pends more upon cultivation and fertilization than upon 
the soil, and there is practically no part of the United 
States in which these crops cannot be raised success- 
fully. 
It is beyond doubt that larger crops can be produced 
from ten acres thoroughly tilled than from two. or 
even three, times ten acres cultivated as they usually 
are. The fact that the South Carolina prize winner 
raised more corn on one acre than the average farmer 
produces from six tells a story that should not be lost 
upon those for whose benefit the experiment was made.

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FIELD NOTES, 
Blazing the Way. 


HE truit growers and shippers of Placer county are 
T  inaustracin a system of fruit inspection which 

for novelty alone will be of interest to every orch- 
ardist and fruit man in the United States. At least four 
other counties in the Sacramento Valley are advancing 
similar plans of general inspection of commercial fruit 
packages, but Placer county has nearly completed the 
system contemplated, so we may now consider it in ef- 
fect. As stated to the readers of The Times in former 
notice of this broad movement, three mass meetings 
and several committee meetings were held in this county 
before the plan was shaped into acceptable form. At 
these meetings a standard in package, size and quality 
was adopted for peaches, p:ums, cherries, apricots, pears 
and grapes. These standards were adopted unani- 
mously at a meeting of several hundred leading grow- 
ers and shippers of the county, and the same standards 
have since been reported for Solano county. If these 
two counties inforce the plan, it will practically cause 
every other deciduous-fruit county to follow, or suffer in 
the markets. 


I had the pleasure this week of attending the last 
meeting of the Placer County Committee of Fifteen, ap- 
pointed by the mass meeting to complete the standard- 

4 ization plan. This committee is composed of eight fruit 
growers and seven shippers, and is most thoroughly rep- 
resentative of the horticultural progress of the county. 
This committee labored all day long to perfect the ma- 
chinery for inforcing the terms of the standardization 
previously agreed upon by the big meeting. It was one 
of the liveliest and most intense discussions I ever wit- 
nessed, almost breaking up in despair at noon, but 
finally coming to unanimous action and most hearty 
confidence at the close of the day. 

Involving, as this action may, the destiny of thous- 
ands of cars of ‘nferior fruit, and the rehabilitation of 
the entire deciduous-fruit business, the responsibilities 
of that committee may bé imagined, for many other 
counties will adopt the plan we threshed out under such 
stress. The most astonishing thing I witnessed at this 
committee meeting was the declaration of every com- 
mercial shipper present that he was ready when the 
agreement was drawn up to bind his firm not to accept 
a pound of fruit at his house unless it had first passed 
the public inspector's hands and certified as packed in 
accordance with the standards previously adopted. 
When we consider that all these houses buy fruit, ship 
on commission and deal f. 0. b., we can see the courage 
required to confirm the acts of the committee, for scores 
of growers will not agree to have their fruit inspected 
at all; and many of these men are old customers of the 
different fruit houses. These objecting growers will 
be lost to the shippers signing into the standardizing 
plan and will go to houses remaining outside the move- 
ment. 

Placer county now has a board of control, authorized 
to employ inspectors to pass upon the status of every 
box of fruit owned by the growers who sign the agree- 
ment to standardize. These inspectors are paid from 
a fund provided by an assessment of not to exceed one- 
half cent a package, and the growers have agreed that 
the shippers shali hold back this assessment from the 
returns and pay it to the board of control, which shall 
be the manager of the inspecting service. A board of 
arbitration is also provided for each of the shipping 
centers of the county, to which the growers may appeal 
in any difficulties they may have with the paid inspec- 

the latter being the only salaried help connected 
with the service. This inspection has nothing to do 
with the work of the county horticultural commis- 
sioner, ‘The progress I have noticed in this work seems 
too good and too great to be true, knowing as I do the 
chaotic condition that prevailed in the deciduous-fruit 
business last season. There will no doubt be difficulties 
to overcome, as is always the case where the whole way 
is new, but I never saw a more determined and con- 
tinuous effort to improve conditions than I have wit- 
nessed in this important movement.

Swallowing New Things. 


NE who writes for the agricultural press and 
to say anything worth while must occa- 
sioually advanced opinions that do not meet universal 
approval. Some -vears ago, I advised against the use 
of the trifoliate—orange stock on which to bud the 
ordinary commercial orange varieties. This advice was 
besed in part upon a conservative policy in general that 
may have made this department of use to The Times 
readers, and in part upon my observations upon the 
behavior of the trifoliate stock in the orchard. In two 
youiz groves of navel dranges I have had the favor of 
examining, the trees budded on the trifoliate seemed 
dwarfish and not erect or vigorous in appearance. It 
was thought that this was caused by the influence of the 
roots upon the navel tops, but this seems now to have 
beea the wronz conclusion as to the cause of the slow 
growth of the trees. Here is the explanation given 
by the Bureau of Plant Industry, after years of experi- 
mentution in a wide range of soils and situations: 

The trifoliate is naturally a small tree, and of slow 
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reason that the two trifoliate orchards I have ob- 
served did not produce good trees. The experiments 
made by the Bureau of Plant Industry demonstrate that 
the Satsuma orange is the only orange that succeeds 
better on trifcliate stock than on any other, and the 
same experimental source advises the use of sour of 
sweet orange stock for navels and other varieties. 

The value of conservatism has been shown so fre- 
quently in horticulture with us that it should become 
the rule not to adopt new things for commercial en- 
lerprises just because some one publishes colored and 
often flamboyant claims of merit. It is not necessarily 
done in bad faith, but nurserymen and dealers often 
allow their self-interests to enthuse them to the dis- 
advantage of safe and conservative policies, and, I am 
sorry to say, the more-unscrupulous publish pursuasive 
and untrvthful commendation of new varieties the 
effect of which is loss to the planter and wide distrust 
of the nurserymen. Time is gradually eliminating the 
reliable from the questionable in the planting of fruit 
varietics, and w* are getting more conservative every 
year in cur attii\ude toward the new creations that are 


offered for commercial cultivation. 


New Quarantine Office. 


ITRUS-FRUIT growers will be interested in the ap- 

pointment of William Wood of Whittier as quaran- 
tine officer of the State Horticultural Commission. Mr. 
Wood will havé special charge of the quarantine work in 
Southern California, although his official connection is 
with the division at San Francisco. For years the dan- 
ger of an invasion of the Mexican orange maggot has 
been feared, but the State commissioner has not had the 
means to place a special deputy on guard, till the be- 
ginning of this year. I think Mr. Wood's selection for 
this important work will be approved by every citrus- 
fruit grower who knows his worth and his adaptability 
to the duties he will have to face. He will give his en- 
tire time to the work, and I am sure will prove of 


great value to all the fruit interests of the State. 


Wine Grape Decision. 


N a letter recently sent to the Collector of the First 

Internal Revenue District of California, the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue says: 

“Sir: At the time of your recent visit to this office, 
you submitted the following, question: ‘A grape grower 
delivers grapes to a winery, in which he is not inter- 
ested, to be crushed and made into wine. The grape 
grower pays to the winemaker a_ stipulated sum of 


of the same into wine, and receives in return the identi- 
cal wine made from these grapes.” And you ask 
whether under the conditions stated the grape grower 
would be subject to the special tax for the sale of the 
wine so received by him. 

“Vintners who sell wine of their own growth, or 
manufacturers who sell wine produced from grapes 
grown by others, at the place where the same was made 
or at the genera! business office of such vintner or man- 
ufacturer, are not subject to special tax. 

“In the case in point the grower of the grape sends 
his grapes to a crusher or wine manufacturer and em- 
ploys the latéer to press the wine from the grapes and 
complete its manufacture, paying for such service and 
having the manufactured product returned to him. 

“The decision of the office is that the place of manu- 
facture is where the grapes are crushed and the wine 
fermented, and that the grower of the grapes cannot be 
considered as the manufacturer of the wine nor exempt 
from special taxes as wholesale or retail liquor dealers 
if sales of the wine so received are made.” 

Fumigating for Mealy Bug. 


REDERICK MASKEW, an authority upon fumiga- 

‘fon, hands me the following observations upon the 
mealy bug: | 

“An article, ‘Combating the citrus mealy bug,’ by E. 
O. Essig, published in the Pomona College Journal of 
Entomology, contains on Page 91 the following state- 
ment: ‘I have found it harder to kill the larva of the 
Cryptolaemus with the cyanide gas than the mealy 
bug.’ 

“That statement is directly opposite to the recorded 
observations of every other investigator along these 
lines In California covering a period of many years. Mr. 
Allen, of Bonita, in a bulletin published by the Clare- 
mont Horticultural Club, gave a very graphic account 
of the havoc wrought among the larvae of Cryptolae- 
mus by the fumigation of his orchard at Sunnyside. 

“The writer of this article once had occasion to visit 
a lemon orchard in San Diego county that had been 
furnigated for citrus mealy bug. The amount of the 
dosage used had been so smal! as not to have had any 
effect whatever on the mealy bugs, yet the ground be- 
neath the trees was covered with the dead larvae of 
Cryptolaemus. 

“It has been repeatedly proven that a large percentage 
of the adult Coccinellids that are caught beneath the 
tent when the tree is fumigatd, and which invariably 
fall to the ground, survive the treatment, but the con- 
trary has always been observed with the larvae. 

“The cleaning-up of an orchard infested with mealy 
bug by the employment of beneficial insects is naturally 
a slow, although ; enerally a permanent process, and the 
owner of such an orchard who has decided to adopt 
this method may rest assured that once he has the pred- 
ators established in his orchard their good work will 
never be accelerated by fumigation.”

Clean Up the Garden. 


ANY gardens are now full of dead plant tops, dahl- 
Mss cannas, caladiums, golden rod, golden glow, 
chrysanthemums and a host of such materia] needing 
removal. If one has a place where this may be com- 
posted, It should be so used by putting down a layer of 
vegetation, then a light covering of soil, and so on to 
the top. In a few months, this will have rotted and 
may be returned to the garden, a most valuable addi- 
tion to any soil. As decomposition is dependent upon 
moisture, it will be necessary to keep such heaps well 
wetted during our dry season. 


Selection of Buds and Scions. 


FTER still further experience in the propagation of 

trees through the selection of buds from trees of cer- 
tain fixed characteristics and quality, I am still further 
confirmed in the value of the principle. During the 
past year, while there has been a generally tight yield 
of apples in all sections of the country, the quality of 
which has been much below the best standard. we have 
been able to take fruit not only of very fine yield, but 
of the highest quality to be desired from trees that 
have been grown from the principle of top working 
through bud selection. 

There is, without any. question of doubt, as much 
value in selecting buds from strong, typical trees from 
which to establish orchards, as there is in laying the 
foundation of a superior herd, or of building up any 
class of animals from carefully-selected animals. Not 
only have the trees thus propagated shown vigor and 
vitality, but they have been able to resist the unfavor- 
able conditions which so often attend the period of 
blooming. The apple crop generally over the country 
was exceedingly promising in the spring. The set of 
blossoms was exceedingly heavy, but there came un- 
favorable winter conditions during the period of bloom 
with the result that a very light set of fruit resulted 
with a consequent light yield at harvest time —[G. M. 
Powell, in American Cultivator.
